County.

All taxpayers should read the following requirement and comply 
with it. 

Section 70, Chapter 138, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930 — 
“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give seasonable 
notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting notifications in some 
public place in town, or shall notify them, in such other ways as the 
Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to them 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, real and per- 
sonal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, 
after such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of 
his right to make application to the Assessors or the County Commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such lists with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the 
time appointed.”

Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of the Town of New Vineyard: 


I submit the report of the North Franklin County Nursing Service 
from January 1, 1941 to December 31, 1941. 


Eight visits were made to the homes of mothers. One visit to the 
home of an infant and 18 to the homes of preschools. Five visits were 
made to the homes of school children. One visit was made to a person 
who was ill and another in follow-up of a Tuberculosis case. Three 
visits were made in the interest of crippled children’s cases. 


Nurse’s inspections were carried out. Eighty-five children were 
seen. Following a discussion with the local health officer, it was de- 
cided to await his examination before making follow-up visits as he 
plans to check throats, chests, and hearts. Eleven conferences were held 
with your teachers and defects were discussed. Two children were 
admitted to the dental clinic but could not be given dental attention 
due to illness. 


Your County is fortunate in having the facilities of the dental 
clinics made possible by the local dentists and Hospital. The public 
health nurses of the Hospital area are given the opportunity to admit 
school children who otherwise might not have the opportunity to visit 
the dentists. Each month the Hospital maintains the services of crippled 
children’s clinics with an orthopedic Surgeon in charge to which we 
may direct any individuals who appear to have any deforming condi- 
tions, if their family physicians desire these services. Each month a 
chest clinic, sponsored by the Bureau of Health, is held at the Hospital 
so that Tuberculosis cases and their contacts may be followed-up. 


Reference was made in the 1940 report to the fact that the nurse 
would endeavor to increase her visits to the homes of mothers, infants, 
and preschool children for the purpose of discussing general health habits 
of living. This was done. Literature was given to the mothers and 
discussions were carried out in reference to diet, rest, fresh air, health 
habits, and child training. 


As an educational feature of this Service each year, the Maine 
Public Health Association provides us with literature, posters, movies, 
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and milk bottle caps carrying the Early Diagnosis Campaign slogan. 
These were delivered early in April to the schools, industries, stores, 
business establishments and dairies. 

As has been the custom for a number of years, space was allotted 
the County nurses at the Franklin County Fair grounds. Literature 
pertaining to all phases of health was available upon request, posters 
were displayed, and the most recent films were shown in reference to 
Tuberculosis, cancer, syphilis. It was felt that a gratifying number of 
people saw these pictures and requested literature. 

In summarizing the year’s program, the nurse finds that the home 
visits to mothers, and intants, to preschool and school children and to 
all groups have been invaluable. She found that through these visits 
she has been able to inform the public as to her functions, to explain 
the meaning of findings of defects and so often to help direct the in- 
dividuals toward the means of correction. 

Through these visits she has been able to overcome the belief that 
the public health nurse works only with indigent cases. She finds 
people are most interested to learn that the objective of the Service is to 
aid in maintaining the best public health and to suggest measures toward 
the best healthful living, to find symptoms of defects, and to help plan 
for corrections, and to urge measures such as protective treatments to 
prevent certain diseases. 

In the Hardy school ten children qualified for the Seven Point Pin 
and Certificate. This school also received a 100°, Dental Certificate 
and the Blue Ribbon award. ‘Ten children in the Washington Primary 
school qualified for the Seven Point award, 8 children in the Roosevelt 
received the award. 

Never before have we been so aware of the need for the best we 
can maintain in health. We are concerned with the fact that not only 
do we need the best we have in physique for fighting men in this war, 
but we must endeavor to attain the best possible physical health for our 
future generation. That future generation depends so much upon the 
best possible public health measures carried out now. 

The nurse wishes to take this opportunity to express her apprecia- 
tion to the citizens who have participated in the health activities.

Report of the Health Officer 


Strong, Maine, 
Feb. 1, 1942. 


To the Selectmen of New Vineyard: 


During the past year there has been the usual number of contageous 
diseases in the Town of New Vineyard. Seven cases of whooping- 
cough, 3 of impetigo contageosa, 1 of tuberculosis and 1 of pneumonia 
have been reported during the past eight months, that is since my 
appointment to the office of health officer. 


Several visits to the village school have been made to see cases of 
skin diseases. Most of them were simple cases of herpes simplex (cold 
sores) and only 3 were impetigo. 


In November 73 children of the village school were examined in 
connection with Miss Bennett. Forty-eight of the children need dental 
work done, 13 had some disease of the skin (herpes, scabies, acne, etc.), 
19 had enlarged tonsils and adenoids, 2 were overweight and 5 were 
underweight.

I should like to stress care of the teeth. 65.69% of the children need 
their teeth seen to by a dentist. Do not neglect your children’s teeth 
even the temporary ones, else the permanent teeth may also be affected.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens and School Committee: 


Due to rapidly rising prices for school supplies and a threatened 
shortage in many items, we have purchased, this year, nearly two years 
requirements in paper, pencils and chalk and have put in all the schools 
new English books. These expenditures are more than was anticipated 
in preparing last year’s budget but by carefully watching other ex- 
penditures we have come through the year with an overdraft of less 
than $1.00. The school accounts show an overdraft of $350.65 but of 
that sum $350.00 was allotted to New Vineyard by the state a year 
ago and should have been paid in July. I wrote the department about 
this item and Mr. Libby answered that there was insufficient funds in 
the equalization account in Augusta to pay this sum this year but that he 
would see that it was entered for early payment during the next fiscal 
year. 

In the conveyance account we have used the town-owned school 
bus for 18 weeks while the old system was in effect 19 weeks. From the 
expenditures for conveyance in these two periods an accurate comparison 
can be made of the two methods. Under present routine, it costs the 
town $19.00 weekly for the school-bus, including tires, oil, gas, upkeep 
and wages for the driver. Under the old system we expended $29.50 
weekly, so on the 36-week school year we save $10.50 weekly or $378.00 
annually. We should allow $150.00 yearly depreciation on the station 
wagon making the net annual saving $228.00. 

One bus, of course, is not as convenient for all parents as would 
be three or four because some of the children must leave earlier when 
one bus is used for more than one trip. I want to express my apprecia- 
tion to the parents of conveyance pupils for their fine co-operation in 
this matter. Those parents have the interest of the town at heart and 
are willing to make some sacrifices to help save money. 


REPAIRS AND INSURANCE 
The troubles we have always had with the new building have con- 
tinued. This year the worry has been the pump. After spending $66.44 
“tinkering” with the installation made by the contractor, the school 
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committee, upon my recommendation, purchased a new pump that was 
guaranteed to work. Since that pump has been installed we have had 
no further trouble as it has always functioned well as long as water has 
been available in the well. In the repairs account we had no appropria- 
tion whatever so the entire expenditure in the account of $422.17 is an 
overdraft. 

In the insurance account we provided the five-year insurance policies 
as was outlined at the last annual meeting. This year these policies 
have cost the town $306.72 but hereafter this outlay will always be 
$102.24 saving us one year’s premium out of each four due to the long 
term policies. In addition to that sum, the school committee also pur- 
chased insurance protection for the bus children at an outlay of $26.44. 
These two items overdraw this account $33.16. 

This year our salary scales are $19.00; $18.00 and $15.00 weekly 
for the 36-week school year. During this winter term I have had to 
replace two teachers and in each case those teachers have asked and 
received $20.00 weekly wages. With the serious shortage of teachers in 
Maine we will be in a difficult position in New Vineyard unless we 
can offer teachers at least $20.00 weekly. To allow for this increase 
in pay would take $288.00 more appropriation and I recommend that 
we make such an appropriation, that is $2,588.00 for common schools. 

Since we have purchased largely in supplies for next year, I feel 
that last year’s appropriation of $75.00 will cover expenditures, and the 
same holds for the textbooks appropriation of $50.00. Were it not 
for the fact that prices are going up every day, I would recommend a 
slight cut in this appropriation but with conditions as they are I do not 
feel it is wise. 

The high school appropriation this year was $700.00 and we used 
a balance of $199.86 that was available in the account. Actually we had 
nearly $900.00 in this account. Next year, I feel that we can curtail in 
the supply account enough to make up $100.00 of this sum and I would 
recommend the appropriation of $800.00 for Tuition. 

For repairs, the amount is any one’s guess. We have used from 
$125.00 to $200.00 each year according to past town reports. I suggest 
the sum of $125.00 for the account hoping that nothing more goes bad 
in the schoolhouse. 

In insurance we will need the $102.24 for the new school, $25.00 
for conveyance and $30.00 for the Hardy School or a total of $157.24. 


CONCLUSION 
Nothing pleases me more, as a superintendent, than to report to 
the tax-payers that there is a good unexpended balance in the school

accounts. This report is one of the worst I’ve ever written in this 
regard. There are two good reasons for the overdrafts. First, is the 
war situation with climbing prices and wages. Second, how long we 
will have to continue paying to correct structural faults in the building 
is problematical. 

In the matter of pupil progress, the picture is brighter. Mrs. Bubier, 
in the Hardy school, is doing a remarkably fine piece of work. She 
prepares her work well before classes and has an interest in the progress 
of each pupil. 

In the Village school, Mr. Webber replaced Mr. Bunker and is 
making a satisfactory adjustment to the new position. It is hard for 
any teacher to come into a school following another teacher who had 
been there for some years and knew all the circumstances. Miss Nichols 
in the lower grades, maintains her usual high standards and the chil- 
dren there are well prepared for the higher grades.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of the Town of New Vineyard: 


I submit the report of the North Franklin County Nursing Service 
from January 1, 1942 to December 31, 1942. 


One visit was made to the home of a person recovering from Tuber- 
culosis. Two other visits were made to adults. Their health and wel- 
fare were discussed. Six visits were made to the homes of infants and 
three to preschool children. Health habits were discussed with the 
parents. In two visits, no one was found at home. Three visits were 
made in follow-up of crippled children’s cases and clinic instructions 
were received. Ten interviews were held with workers in reference 
to the work.’ 

This fall the nurse’s inspections were carried out in the rural and 
village schools. Sixty-four children were seen, records were completed 
and reports were sent to the parents. Fifteen visits were made to the 
homes of school children. Defects were discussed and the parents were 
urged to consult doctors, dentists or oculists. Twelve conferences were 
held with the teachers in reference to corrections. 

The dental clinic at the Hospital has been postponed for the dura- 
tion. The Hospital, in conjunction with the State Bureau of Health, 
maintains the facilities of a chest clinic to which family doctors may 
direct patients who manifest symptoms of tuberculosis or who are 
contacts on actual cases. In a similar manner, an orthopedic clinic is 
held. Children or adults who manifest signs of deforming conditions 
may be seen by an orthopedic surgeon upon the request of the family 
doctor. 

Each year an educational program is sponsored by the Maine Public 
Health Association during the month of April. This year we received 
educational literature, posters and movie films. Literature and posters 
were distributed in New Vineyard. This material pertains to the value 
of the “ Early Diagnosis” of Tuberculosis and its treatment and cure. 

Again, this year, the North and South Franklin County Nursing 
Services were allotted space at the County Fairgrounds. The most

nutrition, and syphilis. Literature pertaining to all phases of health 
was shown and distributed upon request.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens and School Committee: 


Herewith is submitted my third annual report on the New Vine- 
yard Schools. 

In an effort to solve the teacher-shortage problem of the State the 
Department of Education has developed the “cadet” system of teacher 
training whereby senior students from the Normal Schools are assigned 
schools in which regular teachers cannot be provided. These cadets are 
supervised one day each week by supervising teachers who travel from 
town to town with each supervisor overseeing the work of five cadet 
teachers. | 

In the Hardy School we have used this plan. Miss Ruth Bean was 
the cadet teacher and turned out to be an unusually gifted girl. The 
pupils in this school during the first semester did a high grade of 
work and Miss Bean was popular with both pupils and parents. Mrs. 
Lelia Millay of North New Portland is the supervising teacher in this 
school and her guidance to Miss Bean has been valuable and skillful. 

In the Village Schools Mrs. Grethel Bubier has been as successful 
in these grades as she was last year in the Hardy School. We are 
fortunate in New Vineyard that we have local teachers available, for 
higher wages in industry and in larger towns would cause other teachers 
to leave. Indeed, as this report is written, Mrs. Wilma Essency, for the 
past two and one-half years the successful teacher in the lower grades, 
has just submitted her resignation effective February 20th. 


WAR ACTIVITIES 


As is the case in all towns, our schools have been burdened with 
extra work in connection with the war effort. We have rationed sugar 
and are now busy with War Ration Book Two. The scrap drive was 
well done by our pupils. The hot lunch —a part of the physical fitness 
program for war — is in full swing, with the surplus commodities be- 
ing regularly used. All these activities put the teachers under additional 
pressure in carrying on the regular work of the schools.

Mr. Shute, the auditor, has been helpful both to the Selectmen and 
to the School Department in setting up these accounts. 

This year’s budget carried the schools through the year with a 
balance of $95.96 to apply on previous overdrafts.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


Presented herewith is my first annual report of the School of New 
Vineyard. 


One of the most critical problems facing education today is that of 
teacher shortage. New Vineyard is fortunate in having qualified local 
teachers to rely on in this emergency. It would seem, however, that 
teachers’ salaries are somewhat lower in New Vineyard than the state 
average of $860.00 a year for elementary teachers. In general the salary 
of teachers reflects the importance which a community places on its 
teaching positions and it is my opinion that the importance of this role 
is not too fully recognized throughout the State of Maine. 

The arrangement for schooling the children from the Hardy dis- 
trict in the Farmington schools would appear to be a wise procedure and 
in keeping with present day tendencies in up to date school systems. 

Considerable difficulty is being experienced with the present school 
bus in the matter of repairs and it is getting to the point where this item 
is becoming something of a burden. It is quite improbable that it could 
be replaced by anything more serviceable at the present time; but the 
town should be looking forward to and planning for the time when it 
can be replaced by a regular school bus which would be heavier and 
accommodate more pupils. 

The tabulation below gives the enrollment in the New Vineyard 
School by grades at the opening of the winter term.

CASH, $1,186.23 
Cash on deposit and subject to check as of February 1, 1945 was verified 
with the bank statement, and the cash on hand was verified by actual 
count. The amounts found reconciled with the balance as shown by the 
town records. | 


TAXES — PROPERTY, $1,097.01 

The tax commitment was added and found in agreement with the rec- 
ords of the Assessors. It was ascertained that this commitment was 
accounted for by cash paid the Treasurer, abatements, and tax liens. 
Payments received on tax liens appeared to have been applied against 
the proper accounts. The detailed list of tax liens is in agreement with 
the control account. 

No mail verification was made of any of the uncollected tax items. 

The cash collection of the current year’s taxes was 96.45%; while all 
taxes collected during 1944, both current and prior, amounted to 97.8%, 
both as against the current commitment. 

A reserve for collection has been set up during this audit to take care 
of any doubtful tax liens. : 


TRUST FUNDS, $4,254 13 

Schedule 3 lists the various funds held by the town together with infor- 
mation relative to the income currently derived and amounts withdrawn. 
All savings pass books covering these trust investments were examined. 
The Treasurer should issue receipts for all income withdrawn from 
trust funds, and payments of this income should be entered on the war- 
rants. By this method, the transactions are recorded on the town books.

Payment of $1,000 was made during the fiscal year from the appropria- 
tion made at town meeting.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


NEW VINEYARD 1944 


During the past year your Public Health Nursing Service has been 
reestablished. Of course, you all know that many of our nurses are now 
in the military services, that it has been and continues to be difficult to 
meet all the nursing needs of both the military and civilian population. 
This is a situation none of us like. It is a situation we must face and 
treat with as much wisdom and power as we possess, Even now — 
perhaps, now more than ever, we are working for the future health of a 
nation. Our goal — optimum health for all — is still clear before us. 


I know you are all interested in what has been accomplished in 
your own community. Many of you have become personally acquainted 
with one or another part of the nursing service. 


School work has taken rather a prominent place in the duties of the 
nurse. Immunizations for smallpox were given to 15 pupils, and for 
diphtheria to 18 pupils. Conferences have been held with your teachers 
and health conditions have been discussed. When it has seemed advis- 
able, home visits have been made by the nurse and an attempt has been 
made to solve the health problems. 


Because of the emergency maternal and infant care program pro- 
vided for the families of servicemen, this group has received consider- 
able attention. It is a well recognized fact that health should start with 
the mother and baby. Forty visits have been made with this thought 
in mind. 

A Child Health Conference was held and at this time 10 infants 
and preschool children were immunized against smallpox and 10 
against diphtheria; 23 were in attendance at the conference. 

The Services for Crippled Children has been used in the interest 
of all known crippled children. This service is greatly appreciated by 
all who have occasion to avail themselves of it. 

The follow-up of cases of syphilis and gonorrhea is a part of our 
communicable disease program. 
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It is hoped that, in another year, more physical defects will be cor- 
rected, that more parents will avail themselves of the opportunity to 
have their children protected from smallpox and diphtheria, and that 
the Child Health Conference will be used by many more parents for the 
physical examinations and immunizations of their infant and preschool 
children. 

Your nurse wishes to take this opportunity to thank you for help 
ing make her first year with you a happy one.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


I am glad to present the following report of school conditions in 
New Vineyard for the fiscal year 1944-45. 


Only minor changes have occurred in the schools during the past 
year. We were fortunate in being able to retain the services of our 
teachers for the present year and because of this the continuity of school 
work has proceeded with little interruption. With the present shortage 
of teachers it should be borne in mind that if changes occur in our 
teaching staff, we will probably experience some difficulty in securing 
replacements unless local teachers are available. No changes have been 
made in textbooks during the year, although it has been necessary to 
add to and supplement those already in use. The teachers and pupils 
have been supplied with more workbook material than in previous years. 


Again this year we have experienced the usual and perhaps a greater 
amount of difficulty with the school bus. The present vehicle seems 
to be quite inadequate to meet the needs and stand up under the type of 
work to which it.must be subjected. Although a regular school bus 
might seem to be somewhat large for present needs, it is believed that it 
would be far more serviceable and more economical to operate than the 
present arrangement. It is to be hoped that the town will act favorably 
on the purchase of a new school bus.
